OUTRAGES ON SAILORS. 


A Correspondent’ s Account of Recent 
Events in Chile. 

New York, Dec. 12.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Special correspondence 
ofthe Associate? Press from Valparaiso 
under date of November 12, tells of 
continued illtreatment of Americans, 
of the refusal of the Intendente of the 
city to promise police protection to 
market boats of the Baltimore, neces- 
sitating provisions being sent out by 
private boats to the cruiser. At the 
date of the letter there was living on 
the Baltimore a Dr. Stanley, a British 
subject who has been a resident of Chile 
for a number of years. He was a wit- 
ness tothe attack upon Turnbull, the 
Baltimore sailor who received twenty 
knife wounds in the affray in October, 
and afterward died. Dr. Stanley de- 
fended him-‘as well as he_ could 
and afterward: took’ him to. a 
hospital and cared for him. It 
was known his testimony would 
be damaging and a few days later 
he was assaulted and arrested. Efforts 
were made to prevent his testimony be- 
ing taken, but when he was released 
from prison he wegt aboard the Balti- 
more for protection. Members of the 
crew of the Baltimore subscribed nearly 
$500 ip. gold and purchased a monu-. 
ment shitably inscribed to place over 
the graves of Riggins and Turnbuli. 

Another case of cruelty to American 
seamen has attracted attention. The 
American stéamer Kaweena, from New 
York for San Francisco, stopped at 
Valparaiso for repairs in October. One 
of her crew, Patrick Shields, was ar- 
rested for drunkenness. The man ad- 
mitted'that he was drunk, but says he 
was given no hearing at all and was re- 
fused permission to communicate with 
his eaptain on the vessel or the consu- 
late. He was kept at work cleaning the 
streets more than a week and brutally 
beaten bv police. When released he 
was scarcely able to walk, his back and 
arms being a mass of bruises, and, ac- 
cording to the statement of the surgeon 
who attended him, he received internal 
injuries which will prevent him from 
working for several months. Consul 
McCreery took the man to the Inten- 
dente to show the latter his injuries, 
but the Intendente declined to look at 
him, though he promised to investigate 
the matter. No conclusion had been 
reached in the case to the date of 
the letter.

STRIKERS SHOT DOWN, 


An of Miners in 
Colorado. 


They Terrorize a Town and Fire on the 
Officers—The Volley Returned—Five 
Rioters Killed—More Trouble 
Expected. 


By Telegraph to The Times. | 

DENVER (Colo.,) Dec. 12.—|By the 
Associated Press.] The strike of 
miners at the mines of the Colorado 
Coal and Iron Company, at Crested 
Butte, has resulted seriously. Since 
the men, who are Italians and Aus- 
trians, have been out they have been 
very ugly, refisingto allow the com- 
pany to bring in new men, stopping the 
pumps and fans and allowing the mines 
to fill with gas until there was danger 
of the'mines blowing up. They have 
also paraded the streets, heavily armed, 
threatening death to any one attempt- 
ing to assist the company. 

Yesterday Sheriff Sharon of Gunnison 
arrived with a posse of twenty-five 
mento take possession and guard the 
mines. No sooner had the sheriff and 
his men alighted from the train than 
they were attacked by about 200 armed 
men, Italians and Austrians, who began 
firing with Winchesters. The officer 


ordered them to return the fire, which 
they did with deadly effect, killing Matt 
Copuicini, Minneion, Ouercio, Warn. 
and John Poche, all Italians. George 
Sinonici and Matt Grahake, Austrians, 
were fatally wounded. 

After firing the miners retreated and 
the posse took possession of the mines 
and threw up redoubts. The miners 
are swearing vehgeance upon every 
friend of the coal company, and the 
town is upon the verge of a riot. 
Further trouble is feared tonight. The 
Governor has called out the State mi- 
litia and troops are now at the armory 
ready to start for the scene by special 
train at a moment’s notice. 


“HOLD YOUR WHEAT.” 


Another Alliance Circular Being Sent Out 
to Farmers, 

St. Paut (Minn.,) Dec. 12.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The Alliance organ, 
the State, is out this week with another 
“hold your wheat’? circular and pre- 
sents the usual array of figures toshow 
that the farmer will profit by following 
the advice laid down therein. It holds 
that Russia is entirely out of the race 
and India practically so, and present 
and future deliveries from farmers will 
fill a small portion of the-requirements. 
It does not advise the farmer to create 
an unnecessary scarcity or repudiate 
debts, but to sell only what he is obliged 
to when receipts are large and increas- 
ing and when they are on the decline to 
sell only a certain portion each month.

‘Big Pigeon-shooting Match. 

‘Coney (N. Y.,) Dec. 12.—To- 
day’s pigeon-shooting match was one of 
the most interesting that has recently 
taken place.

Brewer of Hammonton, Pa.,and F. D. 
Fulford of Harrisburg for $1000 a side, 
The conditions were: Thirty yards 
wise, eighty yards boundary, 250 birds 
each. Fulford was ‘the favorite from 
the start; The shooting began at 
10:45, Masting until 3:05. Fulford 
won the match by seven birds. Of the 
first 100 birds each killed 87. The 
men were again tied at 150 birds, each 
having 181. At the finish Fulford's 
score Was 228 killed, 27 lost; Brewer, 
216 killed, 34 lost.

Estimates of Appropriations Needed for 

% the Next Fiscal Year. 

Wasuinaton, Dec. 12.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.]| A comparative state- 
ment of estimates of appropriations 
needed for the next fiscal year, with 
estimates and appropriations for the 


| current fiscal year, has been prepared 


by clerks of the House and Senate com- 
mittees on Appropriations. This state- 
ment shows an excess in the estimates 
of regular appropriations for the fiscal 
year beginning July 1, 1892, of $3523,- 
000 as compared with the estimates of 
a year ago for the current fiscal year. 


propriations show a reduction of $622,- 
928. These appropriations are for the 
current fiscal year, exclusive of the de- 
ficiency appropriations of $38,700,- 
000, of which $29,336,000 is on ac- 
count of pensions and of miscellaneous 
appropriations amounting to $4,272,-. 
000. These estimates and appropria- 
tions do not include rivers and harbors, 
on which the Chief Engineer reports 
that $58,065,000 can be profitably 
expended during the year. 

A comparison for the next fiscal year 
with the estimates of a year ago, ac- 
cording to the several heads—u 
which the appropriation is made, is as 
follows: Agriculture, $8,360.000 for 
the next fiscal year, an increase of 
$548,992; army, $25,949,000, an in- 
crease of $184, 000; diplomatic and 
consular, %2,138, 000, an increas 
of $196,000; District of Columbia, 
$5,602,000, an increase of $151,000; 
fortifications, $9,887,000, an increase 
of $1,902,000; Indians, $8,604,000, 
an increase of $1,977, 000. Appropri- 
ations for the current year, however, 
exceed last year’s estimates by $7,782,- 
000.

DENVER (Colo.,) Dec. 12.—|By the 
Associated Press.]

Cleared Away. 


Instructive Exercises at the Wilson 
Grammar School.‘ 
A Brief Digest of the Several Papers 
Read at the Meeting.

The third monthly meeting of the-Pasa- 


dena Teachers’ Institute was held in the 
High school room yesterday morning with 
agood attendance of visiting and local 
teachers. 

After the opening song and chant Miss 
Ellen F. Thompson, of the High school, read 
a carefully-prepared paper on the educa- 
tional value of Latin. The aim of our ed- 
ucation is not to fit pupils for a particular 
line of work, but to fit them for any line. 
The power to think is the requisite. To 
gain this power no one study is sufficient. 
Mathematics, science, history and lan. 
guage, especially the study of the noble 
writings of our own English, place their 
rich treasures at our service. No single 
study, however, is more valuable than 
Latin, giving asitdoesa firmer grasp of 
all languages, a brighter and more fervid 
imagination, a rich store of beautiful fig- 
ures that serve to beautify and enrich the 
oration and the tale, while the study itself, 
requiring constant discrimination of the 
finest kind, is a most excellent training in 
judgment. 

Dr. J. H. Hoose presented in his analytic- 
ally ‘exhaustive manner the subject of 
“Learning and Teaching the English Lan- 

vuage.’’ The subject was discussed under 

e following heads: 

What is language? 

It is a form of mental activity by means 
of which we communicate. Mental forms 
may be divided into two classes: 

(a) Forms conditioned on form of things 
material and immaterial; the natural lan- 
guagefof look and gesture. | 

®) Verbal language. 

peech and written language are conven- 
tionalized forms of natural language, 
hence the difficulties of teaching spoken 
andritten language. 

All these mental forms are the creation of 
the mind alone. Allthata child learns is 
what its mind creates from what the 
teacher does. Each mind must create for 
itself, and all the teacher can do is to place 
before the child suitable combinations and 
supply correct terms by which to explain 
the creation of the mind. 

Learning the English language is merely 
acquiring the conventionalized forms of 
natural language. Too much stress should 
not be placed in the early work on the 
fashion of the language, the punctuation, 
etc, 

‘Charles E. Hutton, of the Normal school 
at Los Angeles, presented a valuable paper 
qn the subject of arithmetic. It must be 
borne in mind that the primal idea of the 
public school is utility, not culture. The 
studies for the purpose of giving culture 
begins largely in the high schools and col- 
leges. Success in arithmetic depends 
largely on judgment, power to analyze and 
to see relations. The arithmetic of the 
future will be a book of principles, with 
only sufficient examples for illustration, 
the examples being made by the teachers or 
by the pupils themselves. 

George E. Knepper, superintendent of 
schools, Santa Barbara, presented in a 
scholarly manner the subject of ‘‘The Rela- 
tion of Morality to the Public School.** The 
different factors of mind, the will, the sen- 
sibilities and the intellect were fully dis- 
cussed in their relation to moral growth. 
The State has legislated to educate only the 
intellect; itis inactive with reference to 
the sensibilities, and controls the will only 
in the reform schools and penitentiaries. 
The system is one-sided and will oniy be 
complete: when means are adopted to de- 
velop mind inits three factors. When ail 
the parts of mind are developed equally in 
the schools; when proper means are used 
to develop the will aright and controlling 
and strengthening the sensibilities so that 
a high degree of moral strength is culti- 
vated by the public schools, then will be 
rung the knell of sectarian schools; but till 
then they are an unfortunate necessity. 


To attain this end the teacher must be: 


trained in the principles of moral philos- 
ophy. The schools will not attain the high 
state desired till they teach fully the prin- 
ciples of truth, beauty and right.

There were represented Little 
Red Riding-hood, the bride, Mrs. Hayes, 
walking, singing and sleeping dolls, 
rag doll, ‘‘nigger’’ dolls, Highland lad 
and lassie, George Washington, Frances 
Willard, Little Lord Fauntleroy, Mrs. 
Harrison, Mrs. Cleveland, Miss Flora 
McFlimsy, Gypsy girl, flower girl and 
baby dolls of various kinds.

DAY'S STORM. 


Reports of Continue to 
Come in.

The Town of Azusa Pretty Badly 
Demoralized. 
Seventeen Buildings More or Less [n- 
jured, Some Totally Destroyed. 


The GVennessece Hotel and Pollard’s Livery 
Stable Wrecked—Great Damage 
Among the Orange 
Orchards, 


But little more remains to be said in 
a general way about Friday night’s 
storm, full accounts of which were pub- 
Times yesterday. Scat- 
tering reports continue to come in of 
buildings damaged and orchards injured 


in various localities, but individual 
losses are, in the main, light. Theonly 
loss of life reported is that of Mrs. 


Brown, who was burned to death in 
Verdugo Cafon. Mr. Bouck, whose 
back was broken, will probably die. 
Aside from these two cases only a few 
minor casualties occurred. 

AT TAN FERNANDO, 

At San Fernando a few buildings 
covered with shakes had part of the 
shakes blown’ off. Two buildings 
covered with tin, but never properly 
fastened, were stripped of thetin. Mr. 
Jenifer had the front and one side-of 
his new shop just raised and it was 
blown down, C. R. Rinoldi, owning an 
orange orchard of about twenty acres 
below the Mission, reports about forty 
boxes of oranges blown off. C. W. 
Everett, nearthe Mission, has about 
eight acres and reports about twelve 
boxes fallen. 

George Perry, foreman of the Home 
ranch, reports no damage in his part of 
of the valley. 

Mr. Lovelock, the postmaster at 
Chatsworth, saysthere was no damage 
in his neighborhood. <A personal inves- 
tigation has been quite thorough around 

San Fernando and no dwellings have 
been destroyed, damaged or even 
vacated by or through fear of the storm. 

Pasadena and Azusa were by far the 
worst sufferers. At the first-named 
place the citizens are busily repairing 
the damages, and inashort time all’ 
signs of the ‘‘blow”’ will have disap- 
peared. 

The town of Azusa, Lebevee: pre- 
sents a rather demoralized aspect. It 
is stated that seventeen buildings inthe 
place were more or less injured. Some 
were totally destroyed. 

The Gennessee Hotel, a two-story 
frame building, nearly opposite the de- 
poton the north side of the railroad 
track, began to get very shaky 
between 8 and 9 o’clock Thursday even- 
ing. The cae. 5 Mr. Waterhouse 
and family, feeling tuat the building 
was insecure, vacated at once. An 
hour afterwards the building went down 
in a heap of rubbish. Several other 
buildings on the north side of the track 
were totally wrecked. ‘The east end of 
the depot, along open shed, used for 
freight, was carried down the bank in 
most approved style. Probably the 
heaviest loss in the town fell upon Mr, 
His livery stable, a large 
frame building, was wrecked. <A quan- 
tity of baled hay in the loft crushed 
down upon the main floor, smashing 
the entire stock of buggies. The 
horses, which were stabled under sheds 
inthe rear, escaped without injury. 
Mr. Pollard’s agricultural implement 
store was also roughly handled, the 
front windows being blown inand the 
building racked. <A store building be- 
longing to Mr. Glice, but unoccupied, 
Was totally wrecked. One of the large 
brick blocks belonging to J. S. Slauson 
was stripped of its tin roof and the in- 
terior of the upper story was demoral- 
ized. The Methodist Church, a small 
edifice, was blown from its foundation, 
badly racked, and the tower thrown 
down. The Holiness Church was blown 
off its foundation. The Presbyterian 
Church was slightly injured. The 
schoolhouse had several doorg and 
windows blown in, and the plastering 
was rendered so shaky that school can- 


not be held there until repairs are 


made. The house pf Mr. Bridges was 
broken up dnto kindling wood, and 
nearly all of his household effects de- 
stroyed. .Fortunately the family had 
warning enough to get out before the 


collapse. Several small houses belong- 
ing to Mexican residents were de- 
molished. In one Feliz Guitierrez was 


caught and had a leg broken. _This is 
the only casualty of the kind reported. 


‘The only wonder is that a number of 


people were not killed or maimed. 

On the ‘McNeil and Vosburg ranch 
the’ foreman, Charles Lee, and his fam- 
ilv, consisting of his wife and three 
children, who occupied a small house, 
felt that the building was liable to go’ 
minute, as it had been 
blown from its foundation and was 
creaking in every joint. They left the 
house and took shelter in a large barn 
near by. Within five minutes the barn 
collapsed. Fortunately the family had 
taken shelter between some sacks of 
grain and bales of hay, and these 

saved them from the falling tim- 
bers. A few moments afterward they 
crawled out from under the wreckage 
unharmed but badiy scared. Mr. Lee 
Was just up from an attack of typhoid 
fever and was hardly able to stand. 
One of the farm-hands who saw the 


barn going and jumped outside was | 


struck on the back by a falling door and 
bruised somewhat. Another wasstruck 
on the head with a timber and stunned, 
but not seriously injured. Mr. McNeil’s 


farm horses were caught under the fall-_ 


ing boards and one of them had its back 
broken. It was subsequently killed. 
Fortunately, a lamp that was burning 
in the barn was put out in the collapse. 


the pile while the family was impris- 
oned, then it would have caused fearful 
results. 

One of the narrowest escapes of the 
Storm was that of the clerk at the lum- 
ber vard, who was sleeping in a small 
building on the premises. A piece of 
timber was driven through the building, 
passing aver the man's head and 
scraping a bit of cuticle from his nose. 

In the horticultural district of Azusa, 
lving to the southeast of the town, the 
damage to buildings was not so great, 
but any number of bars, sheds and out- 
ere wrecked. The principal

ne-quarter of the crop of oranges 
lies upon the ground, and of that which 
remains upon “the trees one-half is in- 
jured more or less. Conservative esti- 


| mates place the loss of fruit at one-half 


the crop. Some think it fully three- 
quarters. The damage to trees can 
hardly be estimated in dollars and cents. 
Some are blown over entirely or broken 
off. Some are split down from the head 
like an umbrella turned inside out. Some 
have lost only. a part of the 
top. All are stripped _of _leares 
on the north side, and.all look badly de- 
moralized. ‘In some places the flying 
sand and gravel cutinto the bark and 
sandpapered'‘the green oranges until

The 
patrol—called by the negroes ‘‘patter- 
rollers’’—was doubled, and for a time 
the negro quarters in all parts of the 
country were visited nightly by the 
guard. But Joe Maxwell noticed that 
the patrol never visited the Turner 
plantation, and he learned afterward 
that they had been warned off.

The 
information thus obtained is always 
valuable, and sometimes constitutes the 
most important feature of the investi- 
gation, Indeed, it would be difficult to 
mention a disease which is not at some 
period or other of its career an exciting 

cause of morbid dreams. 

In cases of insanity and other cere- 
bral affections the delusions of the 
dreams are frequently so mixed up with 
those which arise during the waking 
condition that the patient is unable to 
separate them and to determine which 
are the consequences of erroneous sen- 
‘sations received when awake, and 
which are the results of dreams. The 
careful examination of almost any in- 
sane peison WIM also show that “they 
incorporate the fancies of their dreams 
with the realities of every-day life. 
Indeed the relatious of dreaming to in- 
sanity are so interesting and important 
as to have attracted the marked atten- 
tion of 4lienists and psychologists. 

A very little reflection will suffice to 
convince the reader that the phenome- 
non of dreaming and those of delirium 
are strikingly alike. In dreams we 
never distinguish the false from the 
real; the judgment, if exercised at all, 
acts in the most erratic manner. We 
are rarely surprised at the occurrence 
of the most improbable circumstances; 
our characters for the time being often

In melancholia 
they are ordinarily sad and depressing 
and leave a deep and lasting impres- 
sion; in expansive monomania they are 
gay and exciting: in mania-they give 
evidence of the extraordinary mental 
excitement and activity of the subject, 
and in duration they are vague, fleeting, 
and occur but seldom. Besides these 
varieties, which may be called sympto- 
matic, there aredreams that are essen- 
tially morbid, and these may all be em- 
braced under the term of nightmare. 
This condition is characterized by the 
existence during sleep of a sense of suf- 
focation, a feeling of pain orconstriction 
in some parts of the body, and a dream 
of a painful character. Epidemics of 
nightmare have been noticed, and some- 
times these are of a peculiar form and 
are confined to certain localities. 

Then vampirism, a belief which ex- 
ists in different parts of the world, is 
nothing but a kind of nightmare. 

In Morlachia there is scarcely a ham- 
tet which has not several vukodlacks or 
vampires, and there are some every 
family of which has its vukodlack, just 
as every Alpine family has its cretin. 
The cretin, however, has a_ physical in- 
firmity. and with it a morbid state of 
the brain and nervous system which de- 
stroys his reason and. prevents appre- 
ciating his degraded condition.. The 
vukodlack, on the contrary, appreciates 
all the horror of his morbid preception; 
he fears and detests. it: he combats it 
with all his power; he has recourse to 
medicine, to prayers, to division of a 
muscle, to the amputation of a limb, 
and sometimes even to suicide. He de- 
mands that after his death his children 
shall pierce his heart with a pike and 
fasten his corpse to the coffin so that

the recollection of his nocturnal life 
the vukodlack exhibits the most generous 
and lovable traits of character. It is 
only during his sleep, when he is visited 
with his terrible dreams, that he is a 
monster, digging up the dead with his 
hands, feeding on their flesh, and wak- 
ing those around him with his fright- 
ful cries. 

The superstition is that during this 
state of morbid dreaming the soul of 
the sleeper quits the body to visit the 
cemeteries and feast upon the remains 
of the recently dead. 

In Dalmatia the belief is current that 
there are sorcerers whose delight it is 
to tear out the hearts of lovers, and to 
cook and eatthem. Nodier relates the 
story of a young man about to be mar- 
ried, who was the constant victim of 
nightmare, during which he dreamed 
that he was surrounded by these sor- 
cerers ready to pluck his heart from his 
breast, but who oftened awakened just 
as they were about to proceed to ex- 
tremities. In order tobe effectually re- 
leived from their visitations he was ad- 
vised to avail himself of the company of 
anold priest who had never previously 
heard of these horrible dreams, and 
who did not believe that God would 
give such power to the enemies of man- 
kind. After using various forms of ex- 
orcism, the priest went peacefully to 
sleep inthe same room with the pa- 
tient, whom he was commissioned to de- 
fend against “the sorcerers. Hardly, 
however, had sleep descended upon his 
eyelids thanhe thought he saw the de- 
mons hovering over the bed of his 
friend, alight. and, laughing horribly, 
throw themselves on his prostrate body, 
and with their claws tear open his 
breast, and, seizing his heart, devour it 
with frightful avidity. Unable tomove 
from his bed, orto utter a sound, he 
was forced to witness this terrible 
scene. At last he awoke to see no one 
but his companion, pale and. haggard, 
staggering toward him, and finally fall 
dead ai his feet. 

These two men had similar attacks. 
What one dreamed he saw the other 
dreamed he had experienced. 

The causes of nightmare may be di- 
vided into the exciting and theimme- 
diate. The exciting causes are. very 
numerous. Unusual fatigue, either of 
mind or of body, recent emotional dis- 
turbances, such as that produced. by 
freight, anxiety or anger, and intense 
meutal excitement of any kind may pro- 
duce it. Ihave known a young lady to 
have a severe attack the night aftera 
school examination in which she had 
been unduly tasked. Another young 
lady is sure to be attacked after wit- 
nessing a tragedy performed. A young 
man, who was under my care fora pain- 
ful nervous affection, always has a 
a paroxysm of nightmare during the 
first sleep after delivering au address, 
which he was obliged to do every month 
for a year or more. 

Fullness of the stomach or the eating 
of indigestible or highly-stimulated food 
late in the evening will often cause 
nightmare. Let an individual habit- 
ually systematically depart for one day 
from the accustomed regularity of his 
meals; let him change the hour of his 
dinner, and goto bed before the work 
of digestion is completed, and it ‘is 
probable that his sleep ‘will troubled 
andthat nightmare will be the conse- 
quence of his indiscretion. The pain- 
ful feeling will be induced by distension 
and by the 
restraint given to the movements of the 


diaphragm.

Whatever interferes with the respir- 
ation or the easy flow of blood to and | 
from the head may bring on an attack 
of nightmare. I have known it caused 
by the collar of the nightgown 
being too tight, and by the pillow being 
under the head and not under the shoul- 
ders, thus putting the head at such an 
angle with the body as to constrict the 
biood vessels of the neck, and by the 
head falling over the side of the bed. 
I have not been able to ascertain that 
sleeping upon the back or left side pre- 
disposes to the affection, unless in those 
cases in which the former postion causes 


palate. 

The immediate cause of nightmare is, 
undoubtediy the circulation of blood 
through the brain, which has not been 
sufficiently aerated. The appearance 
of the sufferer is enough to indicate 
this; as the condition of the cerebal 
vessels and all the exciting causes act, | 
either. by retarding the flow of the vein- 
ous blood from the vein or by impeding 
the respiratory movements. The effects 
of emotion, of mental fatigue and of 
severe and long-continued exertion are 
such that the nervous influence to the 
muscles of respiration is decreased, or 
the muscles themselves are debilitated 
through this general fatigue of the or- 
ganism. Fullness of stomach acts me- 
chanically, by interfering with the con- 
dition of the diaphragm and constric- 
tion about the neck directly increases 
the flow of blood through the brain.

The body. and 
limbs are so soft and flex- 
ible that the kitten can 
curl itself nearly to the 
form ofa ball. The face 
section is very small compared with the 
upper head section, the eyes alone be- 
ing noticeable for size. (Fig. 20.) The 
face width at the eyes, as in the cat, is 
conspicuous. The ears are large. 

The striking differ- 
ence between the pro- 
portion of the kitten’s

HOW TWO NEWCOMERS SLEPT IN 
THE COMMANDANT’S TENT.

OW it may be in- 
ferred from these 
_ previous chapters 
that all this ‘“perse- 
cution’? on the part 
of the ‘told cadets” at 
the expense of the 
plebes went on unre- 


buked by the authorities. -The fact of. 


the matter is the authorities knew pre- 
Cious little about it. I doubt if there 
ever was a time in the history of West 
Point when the corps of cadets were 
leftso much to themselves and their 
Later 
an investigation was made; a court of 
inquiry sat for many a long week, and 
the War Department fulminated an or- 
der which deprived half of our class of 
more than half the prized furlough at 
the end of the first two years’ service. 
But nobody ever interposed in our be. 
half when we were plebes, or seemed to 
bother a head about us. The superin- 
tendent was ‘‘housebound,’’ and rarely, 
if ever, ventured outside his own gate. 
The commandant was imploring the 
War Uffice to get him into the field. 
His whole heart was in the war, and a 
gallant and distinguished general he be- 
came. Asforthe other offers of that 
eventful July and August of °62, they 
could think of little else than the state of 
affairs in front of Washington; Mc. 
Clellan balked on the peninsula. Pone 
called from Western fields to a splendid 
opportunity and speedy disaczer- the 
whole situation indicating 


t ‘worse and 
more of it’? as the sumref wore aiong, 
while we poor plebe, worked and drilled 
and were deviled week after week; 
never Saw a wewspaper, never realized 
what was going on, never knew until it 
was al. over of the days of battle and 


danger in which fathers, brothers and 


.tnsmen had been exemplifying the art 
of war in its highest sense, while we 
were meekly struggling with its first 
principles at the Point. It was a harsh 
experience, but, so far as I was con- 
cerned, never made me wish for an in- 
stant that I.had never entered. I had 
had no other ambition. I had encoun- 
tered serious opposition; had won my 
appointment from Mr. Lincoln himself, 
and knew perfectly well what to expect 
when tempting Providence as a candi- 
date for a commission through the 
United States Military Academy in the 
days when nobody had time to think of 
what was transpiring within its hal- 
lowed walls. 

So it was with delight we hailed the 
near approach of “breaking camp’’ and 
then moving into barracks where, by 
the unwritten laws of the corps, we 
would he released from daily servitude 
and nightly disturbance, that our be- 
wildered faculties might recuperate and 
granvle with Bourdon and ‘goose- 
tracks.” 

4& week before the first of September 
came the first of the ‘‘Seps’’—an arrival 
that thrilled us—now thoroughly 
drilled, tanned, uniformed, hardened 
and looking like old cadets—almost as 
much as it didthe yearlings, Of course 
these newcomers were to be our class- 
mates, and we could not ‘‘devil’’ them, 
but we could and did regard them as on 
a plane beneath our own. Years be- 
fore the war there was a saying in the 
army: ‘‘No officers has won his spurs 
until he has served in Texas.’ And in 
the same measure at-West Point did we 
hold that no man who had not passed 
through the plebe camp was ever a full- 
fledged cadet, To this day such men are 
distinguished from their kind by the 
soubriquet ‘‘Sep,’’ and of late yearsa 
movement has taken shape todo away 
entirely with September admissions— 
so essential is the discipline, as well as 
the teaching, of the plebe camp re- 
garded. 

The appearance of four or five shy, 
strange, awkward young fellows trud- 
ging across the plain toward camp, con-

with the newcomers. And thus was 
the army of old cadets to be balked of 
its time-honored festival in. honor of 
the ‘‘Seps.”’ 

That night a trio of yearlings slipped 
across the post of No. 5, stole noise- 
lessly through the guns of the field bat- 
tery south of camp and so on to the 
friendly shadows of the big elms in front 
of the chapel. It was after 12 o’clock; 
lights were out all over the sleeping 
Point. 
of the old academy was always deaf 
and blind when cadets came scudding 
down the pathways in his charge.

WEATHER AND CrOPS. 


But Few Reports Keceived at the Weather 
Bureau Ortice. 

Owing tothe demoralization caused 
by Thursday night's blow but compara- 
tively few reports have been received 
at the office of the Weather Bureau in 
this city up to last evening. The fol- 
lowing synopsis of the reports is fur- 
nished by Observer Franklin: 

At San Diego the weather during the past 
seven days has been quite cool, witha dry 
wind most of the time, taking moisture 
from the earth very rapidly. Bright sun. 
shine prevailed with very little dew in the 
mornings and no fozs. <A good rain is 
needed, as farming is at a standstill and 
will be until the ground is in a condition to 
plow. Light frost formed onthe 6th, 7th 
and 8th, which did not injure anything. 

National City—A frost formed on the 6th, 
which did little damage, but a heavier one 
onthe 7th killed tomatoes and potatoes. 
Ice formed in buckets and tubs, but the 
fruits were not touched nor the trees in- 
jured. The weather is much warmer now, 
but with more wind than usual. 

At Redlands the lowest temperature of 
the past week inthat town was 28°. Secd- 
bed orange stock that wasinjudiciously kept 
growing was very slightly nipped. Or- 
anges were not damaged ih the least; 
neither were young treesin orchard form. 

At Lancaster several days the past week 
were the coldest the valley people remem- 
ber, It rained a little twice, but not sufi- 
cient to be of much value. In soine local- 
ities it wet down three inches. Ranchers 
are getting $1.25 per cwt. for corn and the 
same for potatoes. 

The inchof rain which fell at The Palms 
was beneticial to farms in that vicinity, 
enabling them to piow for grain; a heavy 
north wind the past few days.

My outlook on this perch has been 
a trifle chilly during the recent nights,

Their movements are quite a surprise 
to me, for we understand back East 


that there is scarcely never a chill 
in the air of the balmy coun- 
trv south of, the Tehachepi; but 


I suppose I have struck the tourist's 
usual lu@k of an ‘‘exceptional’’ week 
and need rot be surprised. But just 
as sure as you are born there hasn't 
been a night lately but another laver of 
feathers would have been almighty 
comfortable, and had it been possible 
Ican assure you that this ‘bird of 
the broad and sweeping wing’? would 
have been found under somebody's hay- 
stack humming that dear old chestnut: 
“Oh, put your head beneath your wing.” 


But I haven't really had time to spare 
from my observations to get very cold; 
there is so much to see from this loca- 
tion that the bird with a mission can 
keep his ears and eyes open to advan- 
tage every blessed minute of the day 
and night; and if I should put down 
here all the things I have seen, and 
heard in the last week and all the things 
I have thought of that I ought to say, 
people would begin to rally around this 
corner with shotguns and things t 
take acrack at me. It’s a great world 


I see from here. Full of love and 
sorrow—sin and goodness,  mix- 
tures of piety and mock piety— 


conglomerate masses of good and bad. 
My eagle eye turned slightly to the rear 
sees a beautiful brown-stone building on 
a hill. The edifice is stately, majestic, 
full of dignity, but I see inside of it 
things that perhaps no grand jury has 
found out, although it has been burrow- 
ing for some time in good faith. Let it 
keep on and report, and when it has ex- 
hausted itself the eagle may be con- 
strained to tell about some things that 
its peculiarly advantageous position 
gives ita chance tosee.

boulevard that sweeps away off to the 
southward in such a metropolitan fash- 
ion, and mv eye lights on the City Hall.

heard of the unseemly squabbles that 
have gone on beneath its roof—the 
Mayér pullingwone way and the Council 
pulling the other—until I declare I was 
almost sorry that my lot was going to 
be cast here.

A California Girl Wins a Prize at 


Chicago. 


Groups of Statuary by a Woman for 
Women. 


What is Being Done by the Sex in 
Other Fields. . 


Lighting a Kitchen Fire by Electricity— 
Women in Politics—Some Inter- 
esting Notes and 
Notions. 


The work of women will figure largely 
at the World’s Fair, and especially in 
the arts will it be conspicuous. One of 
the most fortunate contributors to the 
exhibition of what can be accomplished 
by women is Miss Alice Rideout. of San 
Francisco, who was, a few days ago, 
awarded first prize in the contest of 


women sculptors for designing the stat- 


uary that is to ornament the Women’s 
Building at the World's Fair. Her tri- 
umph was complete. None of the rival 
designs approached hers, either in artis- 
tic conception or in. grace. of 
execution.’ Miss Rideout’s designs 
showed that she is a_ sculptor of 
rare genius. In many _ respects 
the contest that ended in a victory for 
the talented Californian was unique. 
It was proposed by Mrs. Potter Palmer. 
As soon as the money was voted for a 
separate building for the women Mrs. 
Palmer insisted that the plans should 
be drawn by a woman architect. So- 
phia G. Hayden of Boston offered de- 
signs that met the immediate approval 
of Chief Burnham and_ successfully 
passed the rigid inspection of the Board 
of Architects. The woman’s building 
today is nearer completion than any 
other on the grounds. When it was 
decided to decorate the building 
with groups of statuary Mrs. Palmer 
again insisted that women sculptors 
should furnish the models. Some peo- 
ple smiled at her suggestion, but Mrs. 
Palmer was firm. “Give them a 
chance,’’ she said.’ ‘Our building must 
be made, as far as possible, by women. 
If the women sculptors fail in their de- 
signs—but, mark vou, I do not believe 
they will—there will yet be time to call 
on the men.’? About three months ago

women sculptors were notified that 
they might prepare designs for the 


contest. Nearly a dozen responded. 
Some of the models were rather 
rude and  inartistic. Others were 


worthy stronger hands. Miss Rideout's 
models were the last to arrive, and more 
than satisfied the committee of experts. 
It is not an empty honor by any_ means, 
for Miss Rideout gets the contract for. 
executing the fullsize models, for which 
she may be paid as much ‘as #8000. 
The groups, when finished, will be about 
ten feet high. They will be placedon 
One of the groups 
is to ‘about forty feet long. Wo- 
man is the theme of each design. The 
group illustrative of woman's virtue rep- 
resents a woman with face turned up- 
ward. Innocence is depicted in the 
outlines of Her features. The virgin 
veilat her head is surrounded by a 
The spiritual nature 
of woman, aspiring ‘to loftier and better 
things. is depicted in this model. A 
pelican, the symbol of love and sacri- 
fice, is at her feet. Sacrifice is repre- 
sented by a female figure to the right of 
Virtue, 
in the act of laying her jewels upon the 
altar. A figure representative of 
Charity is at tne left of Virtue.

She bears the attire of a nun: 


Here 


woman is shown as a mother. With 
one arm she holds a helpless infant to 
her breast, while the other is extended 
in protection to the nude child that 
clings to her. 

In the second grouping, that repre- 
}s@€nts woman asthe genius of civiliza- 
tion, the central angelic figure looks 
down. Herattitude is commanding, her

pose heroic. The wings are outspread. 
In one hand she bears the torch of Wis- 
dom. Two figures of women are at her 
feet. One.wears the cap of a student 
and she turns, with her pen in hand, un- 
hesitatingly toward the source of wis- 
dom. .The. other figure is that of an un- 
fortunate woman who has hot yet come 
within the light of civilization. She is 
in chains, and one hand gropes pléad- 
ingly for the light. Her face is turned 
downward and her garb is illustrative 
ofa darker,age. Atthe foot of the 
Genius of Civilization an owl is perched 
upona pile of books. A shield of Min- 
erva with the Medusa hand upon it, 
stands to his right. 

The largest grouping of figures is il- 
lustrative of woman’s work in the vari- 
ous walks of life. The central figure 
represents a woman as foremost in 
scientific and religious work. This is 
supposed to be the place accorded to 
her during the present century. In her 
right hand she offers the myrtle wreath 
as the reward for virtuous endeavor; in 
her left she holds the scale demanding 
equal rights and the Bible as a guide to 
principles and conduct. “A wreath 
of celestial roses rests on her head. 
Grouped on either side of this central 
tigure’are others representing woman 
in all the walks of life. The first figure 
to the left represents woman (asa ben- 
efactor. The next figure, an emblem of 
charity, shows woman as the protector 
of children from cruelty and sin. Pur-, 
ity and temperance are her watch-

words. The third figure shows woman 
in literature and poetry, the fourth rep-'+ 
resents her as a disciple of the fine arts, 
and in the fifth she is the genius of 
home. The door is shut upon the world 
and the sacredness of home life 
is expressed in a group of three. 
The husband is patiently awaiting 
the preparation of the evening meal. 

-On the right of the central figure 
woman is represented asa teacher, as 
mistress of music, the eager student of | 
science, the good Samaritan, and lastly 
as an active worker in the industrial 
world. “The conception of these 
groups,’’ says Miss Rideout, ‘‘has been 
designed to illustrate all that woman 
has and is and will be to humanity.”’ 
The smaller groups will cost from } 
$1500 to $2500 each, .and the large 
panel from $2000 to $3200, according 
to the artistic finish. 

Miss Rideout, the successful contest- 
ant, isdescribed as a very pretty girl, 
of small stature and regular features. 
She is 18. years old, serious and 
dignified. Just before President Har- 
rison reached San Francisco in his 
swing round the circle Miss Rideout 
executed a bust of him that was highly 
praised.

A CLEVER SWINDLE. 


The Old “Green Goods” Game in 
a New Guise. 


Important Capture by the United 
States Marshal’s Office. 


A Unique “Machine” for Fleecing the 
Would-be Bad Man. 


Successfully Worked All Along the Coast— 
Finally Run Down After a Long 
Chase of Overa 
Year. 


Deputy United States Marshal Marsh 
has landed in the County Jail one of a 
gang of the most successful counter- 
feiters in the United States. . 

The gang is made up of two women 
and two men, and when they are not 
working the counterfeiter’s game they 
amuse themselves by dealing in black- 
mail and steering greenhorns against 
the old panel game. 

The fellow who is now in the County 
Jailis named G. B. Guello, alias G. 
Bessciers, alias G. Guadelle, alias G. de 
Guadelle, alias G. Tustavo. The others 
have fully as many names, and as they 


-are in the habit of putting up at the 


best hotels on the Coast ‘their signa- 
tures can be found on a number of regis- 
ters, but as they change their names at 
every hotel they are exceedingly diffi- 
-cult to keep track of. 

Their method of doing up suckers 
was first made public by Tue Times a 
year ago, just after they had swindled a 
lot of people in this city. .Marshal 
Gard and his deputies and Secret Ser- 


their track ever since, but it is mainly 
due to the efforts of Marshal Gard and 
Deputy Marsh that one of the gang is 
now behind the bars.

The fellow and his gang have been 
working the northern part of the State 
since they were here a year ago, but 
they were so smooth that they were not 
detected until they reached Delano, 
where they caught a sucker who gave 
the whole thing away. 

They are not exactly counterfeiters, 
but they work on that lay and make the 
proposed victim believe that they deal 
out greenbacks by the cartload. The 
game is worked in this way: 

They pick up a man who is supposed 
to be crooked to such an extent that he 
will not hesitate to pass bogus money. 
He is sworn to secrecy, and takento a 
room where the counterfeiters have a 
brass machine, or die, that looks very 
much like an alarm clock. They show 
a little pulverized metal that looks like 
gold, and tell the victim that this metal 
is melted and runin a funnel that leads 
to the center of the clock-shaped box 
where the die is located. Mr. Sucker 
is informed that they are hard np and 
are about out of metal, bat if he will 
advance them $250 they will give him 
$600 in $5 pieces, and to show him 
what kind of $5 pieces they can turn 
out, some of the metal is melted and 
run in the die—that is, they pretend to 
run itin, but there is a secret com- 
partment where a real $5 gold piece is 
secured, and in opening the die this 
genuine money slips into place, and the 
operator picks it up as if it was red hot. 
He wipes it off with 2 piece of cloth, 
_and after he has held it long enough 
to make the sucker think it has cooled 
he hands it to him and suggests that 
they go to a bank and get it changed to 
see whether the banker can tell whether 
it is bogus. Of course the money passes 
all right and the sucker thinks he has a 
big thing, but he wants some kind of 
security and to make him feel good the 
sharpers tell him that they would not 
take him into fyll partnership for all 
the money in the country, but they 
will leave the machine with him 
until they can secure the metal, and the 
valise containing the die is handed over 
tohimin exchange for the $250, and 
he goes home with it after being cau- 
tioned not-to open the valise and tam- 
per with the machine, as he might get 
it out of order. He keeps the valise 
until he becomes ufeasy, and as he can- 
not find his friends he opensit and 
finds that it contains nothing but dirt 
or a brick. 

He then remembers there were two 
valises just alike, and he easily sees 
how he was fooled.

A CURRENCY QUESTION. 


Judge Widney’s Amendinent Indorsed by 
the Bar Association. 
The following documents fully ex- 
plain themselves: 


Los ANGELES, Dec. 7, 1891. 

To the Los Angeles Bar Associttion: Your 
committee to whom was referred the mat- 
ter of the amendment to the Constitution 
of the United States, in relation to the 
power of Congress relative to legal ten- 
der currency, and in relation to the stan. 
dard of value, beg leave to. report: That 
aiter duly considering the matter we rec- 
ommend the passage ,by your body of the 
following resolutions hereto attached,

WHEREAS, under the decision of ‘the Su- 
preme Court of the United States (notably 
Hepburn vs. Griswold, 8 Wall, 608, and 
Knox vs. Lee, 12 Wall, 457.) the power of 
Congress in relation to legal tender cur- 
rency and in relation to standard of value 
seems to be almost absolute and unlimited; 
and whereas such a power vestedin a leg- 
islative body will at alltimes be liable to 
abuse and may, under political and party 
excitement, lead to dangerous contraction 
and inflation of currency and hurtful 
changes in the standard of values, there- 
fore be it 

Resoived, first, that the welfare of the 
people demands that the Constitution ofthe 
United States shall be so amended as to de- 
fine with precision the power of Congress 
in relation to legal tender currency and in 
relation to the standard of value. 

Resoived, second, that while we do not 
thittk it advisable to express an opinion as 
tothe exact nature or wording of the 
needed amendment, yet we deem it well to 


call attention to the following proposed 


‘amendment in relation to the matter, pre- 


f pared and proposed by our fellow-citizen,

ARTICLE XVI. 

SECTION 1. A national currency circu- 
lating medium shall be issued to the 
amount of $20 per capita as shown by the 
census of 1890, and by each succeeding 
census, for the proper redemption of which

and faith of the Nation are pledged; for 
which redemption Congress, by a two-thirds 
vote of each house, May provide for the 
collection of Government revenues and 
taxes in gold and silver coin. 

Sec. 2. Said currency, with gold and 


| silver coin-of these United States, of pres- 


ent weight and fineness, the gold dollar be- 
ing the standard or unit of values, and 
Such currency as may be issued in lieu of 
gold and ‘silver coin or bullion held exclu- 
sively for exchange for currency, shall oon- 
stitute the only legal money of these 
United States, and shall be received at par 
in satisfaction of all obligations for the 
payment of money within the jurisdiction 
of these United States. Said gold and 
silver coin and currency shall be exchange- 
able at par value. 

Sec. 3. Congress shall have power to 
force. this article by appropriate legisla- 
tion, but shall not: have power to increase 
or decrease said issue; provided, that after 
the issue of 1900 Congress may, by a two- 
thirds vote of each House, reduce the rate 
of the additional issue per capita from time 
to time. 

Resolved, third, that copies of these reso- 
lutions be sent to the members of Congress

Supreme Court Decision on Chi- 
nese Pool. 


The Police Courts Have Jurisdiction 
in All Such Cases. 


Mrs. Lavinia Harris Adjudged Insane 
by Judge Smith, | 


The Plaintiff Awarded 84500 Damages in 
the Falder-Kiefer Case—Three Di- 
vorces Granted—General 
Court Notes. 


The decision of the Supreme Court in 
the case of the people (respondent) vs. 
Wong Wong (appellant,) reversing the 
judgment of the lower court and di- 
recting that the action be dismissed 
and the appellant discharged, was re- 
‘ceived from headquarters yesterday by 
Deputy Clerk Culp for filing in this 
city. 

Appellant was tried and convicted by 
Judge Smith, in the Superior Court of 


this county, upon an information 
charging him with having, on October 
18, 1890, wilfully and unlawfully 


opened, carried on and conducted a 
certain gambling game, commonly 
lsnown as Chinese pool, said game be- 
ing then and there a percentage game 
played for money by means of and with 
certain devices, to-wit: A billiard 
table, a board, a billiard ball and cue 
After appellant's motion fora new trial 
had been overruled he made a motion | 
in arrest of judgment, one of the 
grounds of which was that the court 
“had no jurisdiction of the offense 
charged in the information, which 
simply alleged that the offense was 

committed inthe county of Los <An- 
geles. 

The court in passing upon this says: 

That county embraces, with other terri- 
torv. the city of Los Angeles. The offense 
charged is a misdemeanor punishable by 
imprisonment... and therefore the Police 
Court. if any there was, of the city of Los 
Angeles, it the offenae was committed in 
said city, had jurisdiction of the offense. 

The question as to whether or not 
there was a Police Court in said city on 
October 18, 1890, is then reviewed at 
some length by the court, which thus 
disposes of it: | 

The exclusive Jurisdiction of the Police 
Court over ceriain public offenses committed 
ina city having 8U,000 and under 100,000 
inhabitants,depencds upon the fact of its hav- 
ing the specific number of inhabitants and 
not upon any report or proclamation of the 
fact. The Attorney-General states thatthe 
census returns for California were filed 
with the Secretary of State of California 
January 13, 1891. That was eighteen 
days before the court overruled the motion 
in arrest of judgment, and if the court 
took judicial notice of the filing of those re- 
turns, atthe date of their filing, it must 
have had judicial notice that on the first 
Monday of June, 1890, the city of Los An- 
geles had 30,000 and under 100,000 in- 
habitants, and that the Police Court of said 
city from and after that date had exclusive 
jurisdiction of the offense with which the 
appellant was charged. °. . Te give 
the Superior Court jurisdiction the infor- 
mation should show that the offense was 
committed withia its jurisdiction, but in 
this case it does not show that fact. ‘ 
The court erred in overruling appellant's 
motion in arrest of judgment, and for that 
reason judgment is reversed and the court 
below is directed to dismiss the action and 
discharge appellant. 

The opinion in this case is by Justice 
Sharpstein; but it is concurred in by 
every member of the Supreme bench. 

The case of the People (respondent) 
vs. Ah Ung (appellant,) being in all 
material respect the same as that 
against Wong Wong, a similar order is 
made therein. 

ADJUDGED INSANE. 

The examination irito the mental con- 
dition of Mrs. Lavinia M. Harris was 
resumed before Judge Smith in Depart- 
ment One yesterday afternoon by Drs. 
Kierrulff and Moore, the patient being 
represented by Messrs. R. A. Ling and 
John Costello, and Assistant District 
Attorney McComas appearing on behalf 
of the State. From the testimony ad- 
duced it was shown that Mrs. Harris, 
who is a widow. about 50 years of age, 
but stilla handsome woman and pos- 
sessed of considerable ‘means, roomed 
with a spiritualist at Oakland about 
t@o years ago. Since that time 
she has been acting strangely, and com- 
plained of pains in her head. | She also 
stated that a clique of spiritualists had 
followed her all over the country, and 
had taken her money and_ jewelry. 
Being imbued with the idea that they 
were about to get away with other pos- 
sessions. she recently drew $10,000 
from 2 San Diego bank and announced 
her intention of burning the whole sum 
so as to prevent further trouble. 

On the other band it ,was hinted that 
the patient's brother-in-law was inter- 
ested in having her seht toan asylum, 
but this was disproved, and after a 
lengthy deliberation the examining 
physicians decided that the unfortunate 
woman was temporarily deranged, and 
in accordance with their recommenda- 
tion Judge Smith committed her to Ag- 
news Asylum. | 

A large number of witnesses were ex- 
amined, and the general impression pre- 
vailed that Mrs. Harris’ condition was 
due to the influence exerted over her by 
an unscrupulous set of alleged spirit- 
Nalists, who hoped to secure her money 
‘by methods. 

DIVORCES GRANTED, 

The galling ties which bound three 
unhappy couples, to whom marriage 
had proved a failure, were severed ves- 
terday in the Superior Court. Mrs. 
Adelaide Leonard was granted a decree 
by Judge Smith divorcing her from L. 
Leonard, on the grounds of cruelty and 
failure to provide: and Mrs. Annie 
Black obtained a similar decree on the 
Moray of adultery, her husband, C, A.

THE VERDUGO TRAGEDY. 


Inquest on the Body of Mrs. Brown— 
Cause of the Accident. 

Coroner Weldon held an inquest at 
Nickelsen & Chase's undertaking rooms 
vesterday morning on the remains of 
Mrs. Emily M. Brown, who was burned 
to death in the Verdugo Cajon during 
the big storm Thursday night. The 
evidence went to show that Mrs. 
Brown, who is 61 years old, her aged

Brown was caught under some falling 
timbers and before she could be re- 
moved by her husband, who rushed to 
her assistance, the house caught fire 
fromthe lamp and reacheg the poor 
woman's clothing. Her husband re- 
mained by her side, struggling with all 
his might to release her, but the fire 
drove Him back and he eScaped with a 
number of bad burns about the hands

“Two Visits to America, 1891-1941," is 
found the following interesting letter.]} 
Los ANGELES (Cal.,) Dec. 4, 1941. 
My Dear Friend: 1 arrived hére| 
safely yesterday morning at 9:20, 
having taken the through overland 
boat-train which left San Francisco at | 
7 o'clock. What would we have 


hinted that it would ever be possible to 
travel a distance of nearly 500 miles in 
about two hours? Yet this is an accome | 
plished fact, mainly owing to Prof. Edi- 
son's great discovery, by which he | 
utilizes the force or power of the tides 
in generating electricity. 

The carriage or boat in which you 
make this long journey is suspended 
about 500 feet above the ground by the 
old ‘‘balloon’' process—being guided 
and propelled by means of a thick-wire 
strung or hung on ‘Eiffel’? towers—the 
motive power being electricity, as on 
the old surface electric roads. The 
mode of coming to the ground at the 
several stations or depots, as they are 
called here, is very simple. This is ac- 
complished by the towers being built 
shorter as you approach a town, till 
gradually they are no taller than an or- 
dinary telegraph pole. For the first 
twenty miles or so one feels rather ner- 
vous, but soon becumes accustomed to 
the swinging motion; and is able to en- 
joy the extensive view of the country 
over which you fairly fly. The guard 
(here called ‘‘conductor’’) assured 
me that there was little or no danger. 
Should the train by any means become 
separated from the wire the descent 
would be very gradual, and by imme- 
diately increasing the amount of gas in 
the balloon, with the assistance of a 
rudder, it would be a matter of 
only a few moments to reach or 
connect with the wire again. I shall 
procure and tube you this afternoon 
Prof. Edison's recent publication, ‘*‘The 
Aerial Train.”’ 

Just think of it! WhenTl was in this 
city during my first visit in 1891 Los 
Angeles had only about 60,000 in- 
habitants. I find the estimate placed 
today at 2,500,000, just half the popn- 
lation of London. In 1891 the popnia- 
tion of the whole United States was 
but 65,000,000. This was, however, 
before Mexico and Canada were ad- 
mitted into the Union.

From this end of the line it seems 
that the strike of Southern Pacific tele- 
graph operators between Yuma and El 
Paso was a failure, owing to a lack of 
support from the Order of Railroad Tel- 
egraphers and Trainmen.

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THE CITY'S GROWTH. 


Marching from the Old Toward 
the New Plaza. 


The Business Section Being Forced to 
the Southwest. 
Urgent Necessity of Opening Up West 
First Street. 


The Wills No Insuperable Obstacle—The 
Three Large Classes of Citizens Who 
are Directly Interested in This 


Necessary Improve ment. 


The growth and development of a 
live American city. as it reaches out 
into the. sufrounding country, is an 
interesting subject of study. The con- 
stant disappearance of old landmarks 
andthe transformation of fields and 
orcbardsinto graded streets remind one 
of the ever-varying pictures of a kalei- 
doscope. 

The geographical center of Los An- 
geles- isthe old plaza, but that has long 
since ceased to be the center of popula- 
tion. The original town-—-Sonoratown— 
is almost all north ofthe plaza. Fifty 
years after the founding of the city 
there were less than a dozen houses to 
the south of that open space, the most 
southerly of all being the Cota residence 
on First street. 

When the Baker Block was built it 
was in the heart of the business section. 
kiven as late as five years ago Main 
street, from the plaza to” the Downey 
Block, was ,about the liveliest part of 
the city. ThenSpring street, and later 
Broadway, began to be built up, and to- 
day the corner of Second and Spring 


corresponds to the corner of Templeand. 


Spring five years and of First and Spring 
two years ago. @Vhile at one time most of 
the population was north of the plaza, 
during the, past ten - years 90 per 
cent. of the improvements have gone 
up inthe southern half of the city. A 
ride on the cable cars along upper 
Main street from the plaza to the via- 
duct shows a succession of two, three 
and four-story brick blocks—expensive, 
well-built edifices—all plastered over 
with the melancholy sign let.’ 
North Main street from the plaza to 
Temple street has a very ‘‘seedy’’ ap- 
pearance compared with five years ago, 
and even south to First street it is by no 
means What itwas. The Los Angeles 
Furniture Company and Wells Fargo’s 
express are among the few business 
houses of importance left in the north- 
ern part of the street and they are both 
understood to be preparing to move. 
These are solid facts which it is use- 
less to attempt to ignore by playing the 
ostrich acts. and level-headed property 
hclde’s in the northere part of the civy 
are beginning to ask themselves ser- 
iously what is to be done to arrest or at 
least delay the steady march of the 
business section from the old tothe 
new plazaon Sixth .street, for which 
point it at present appears to be bound. 
Like the ‘star of empire,’’ the nat- 
ural tendency of the growth of large 
cities, both in America and Europe, is to 
the west, wherever no insuperable nat- 
ural obstacles block the way. Why 
this should be has never been satisfac- 
torily explained, the most plausible 
reason given being that prevailing winds 
generally blow from the west and that 
people naturally reach out in the direc- 
tion of fresh and pure air. In Los An- 
geles the western tendency is plainly 
noticeable, but it has been checked by 
the range of hills which aligns the 


business section on the west, extending | 


as far south as Fourth street. This is. 


however, by no means an insuperable 


obstacle. The hills are easily graded 
and have been opened at Temple and 
Second streets, where the construction 
of cable-roads was immediately fol- 
lowed by rapid settlement tar out to 
the ends of the lines. When the Sec- 


ond street line ceased operation that | 
section received a bad set-back, as the 


grade of Second street is very heavy. 
Meantime the city from the plaza south 
as far as Fourth street, a distance of 
three-fourths of a mile, covering the 


entire business section, is shut off from 


all connection with the west, the hills 
coming within one to three blocks of 
Main street. 

This is a most anomalous condition of 
affairs, which would probably be al- 
lowed to exist in no other city of the 
size and importance of Los Angeles. It 
is no wonder that business is marching 
rapidly to the south and southwest. It 
cannot do otherwise if it is to expand at 
all. ‘To the east of Main street. is the 
low section toward the river, which is 
devoted to wholesale business, manu- 
facturing and warehouses; to the north 
is Sonoratown, in which even wholesale 
business could not maintain a hold, so 
that the gentlemen who have been en- 
gaged in booming South Broadway have 
had a comparatively easy task. The 
business section is being driven into the 
level. evenly-laid-out section bounded 
by Fourth, Spring, Pico,and Pearl 
streets. One advantage which this sec- 
tion has is that there are no old rooker- 
ies to deface the streets, and the new 
buildings which go up are of the finest 
and most substantialdescription. Work 
has commenced on what will be the 
tinest block in the city at the corner of 
Broadway and Third. streets) The 
opening of Broadway into Main on the 
south will still further emphasize the 
southerly movement. Property holders 
in that section are wide-awake and lose 
no opportunity of scoring points. 


it will not do to rely upon the new. 


Courthouse as a means of holding busi- 
ness from slipping away south of First 
street. | Lawyers’ offices will cluster 
around that:building, but much more 
cannot be expected of it as a promoter 
of business. While on the subject of 
the Courthouse it may be mentioned, as 
a good suggestion, that while a suffi- 
cient retaining wall is being built there 
should be a tunnel provided from New 
High street, with an elevator shaft at 
the end. Few people have cause to ap- 
proach the building from the main 
entrance on the north anda great many 
steps have to be surmounted from the 
New High street side. Another advan- 
tage of such a tunnel and elevator 
would be in getting obstreperous pris- 
oners into the Courthouse from the jail. 
A Tew days ago it took three policemen 
to foree @ Woman up the steps, which 
not at all au edifying public spec- 
Yo return to the question of opening 
ihe western hill section, It is a 
‘st Vital question for al) property 
owners and lessees north of Third 
street, for the state of affairs on North 
Main. between Temple and the plaza, 
will, in time, be duplicated on Spring 
street between First and Third. $ 
the business men wake up and do some- 
The condition of West First 
street, -with an impassable hill just two 
biocks from the very center of the citv. 
is admittedly a disgrace to Los Angeles. 
It excites the Wondering ‘and often the 
Sarcastic remarks of visitors from other 
sections, Not only are the property 
holders and business men in the entire 
interested in 


unless 


The western hills offer the healthiest 
and pleasantest residence sites in the 
city, with a constant cooling breeze and 
grand views. The reason that their 
settlement has not kept pace with the 
southwest during the past five years is 
‘simply that they have not been easily 
accessible. 

Yet a third class of citizens are di- 
rectly interested in the opening of First 
street—the farmers between the city 
and the ocean. This section is going to 
be, ere long, a succession of small pro- 
ductive homes. The coéperative beet 
sugar factory, shortly to be built, will 
be a center of activity. The planting 
of winter vegetables along the foothill 
belt is a constantly increasing industry. 
At present these farmers have to reach 
the city by a long, circuitous route, 
either along Temple street on the north 
or Seventh street on the south, involv- 
ing a direct loss of time and conse- 
quently money on every trip they make. 

Whus, there are a large number of cit- 
izens, mostly people of means, finan- 
cially interested in this vital improve- 
ment. And yet the First street hill 
‘stands, a monument tothe supineness of 
Los Angeles business men. The task is 
surely not such a heavy one. , All that 
is needed is a practicable grade to 
Olive street. Thence, to the west, the 
electric railroad is already in operation, 
and might easily be extended to the 
corner of Broadway. Itis true that an 
attempt which has been made to open 
the street has struck a snag in 
the courts. The decision may or 
may not’ favorable the 
opening of the street in the manner 
projected, but whatever the decision 
may be it should not be permitted to 
delay this most necessary and vital 
work. What is needed isa firm deter- 
mination on the part of those interested 
to have the street opened in one way 
or another. Then the details can 
easily be settled. The depreciation of 
business property, in one year, through 
lack of a western outlet, would more 
than pay for the opening. The in- 
creased value of hill lots would pay for 
it over and over again, and the saving 
to farmers in hauling their produce to 
town would, within the same period, 
pay foritathird time. Can any more 
potent arguments be presented to 
American business men? 

As to the propriety of choosing First 
street as the thoroughfare to be opened 
up there can be no question by fair- 
minded men. It runs directly into the 
recognized business center; it is the 
nearest route to the wholesale produce 
section of Los Angeles street, and it 
would afford a direct, straight thor- 
oughfare from the western to the east- 
ern city limits. A number of promi- 
nent business men are fully awake to 
the importance of this question and 
need only an exchange of ideas and 
concert of action to accomplish the de- 
sired result. | 


A New Feature of University Extension 
Teaching. 

The extension circuit is a new feature 
of university extension in America, and 
has been adopted by the American 
Society for the Extension of University 
Teaching as a means of bringing the 


-benefits of university extension within 


the reach of towns which otherwise 
might be debarred from them. The 


usual expense of a course of university 


extension lectures includes the. lectur- 
er’s fees, his traveling expenses to and 
from the centers, the cost of the hall, 
printing of the tickets, advertising, etc. 
Where the number of people desiring 
university extension is small it is some- 
times impossible to meet so large an 
expenditure. 
why a single town cannot always secure 
an extension course, even when no ques- 
tion of expense is involved. Very few 
of the extension lecturers are willing to 
be absent from their university duties 
long enough to take long railway jour- 
neys to and from the center for the 
price which they receive for a single 
course of lectures. 

The planof the circuit is this: Six 
towns which are closely connected by 
rail agree. to employ the same lecturer. 
They also agree to hold their lectures 
on the successive evenings of the week. 
The lecturer then remains within the 
circuit tor six consecutive weeks, going 
from town to town each day, thus 
largely reducing the amount to be paid 
by each town for his traveling expenses, 
and receiving a sufficient remuneration 
for his courses to make it possible for 
him to undertake the work. —
